At the last meeting ol the Council an 


ordinance, which hai frequently bfen 
referred to In these oolnmna, waspasied, 
opening a street in East Oakland known 
as Commerce street, or Fourteenth ave- 
tiuo. This, in the main, is • new thor- 
oaghfare, and in to run from the Central 
Pacific Railroad track to tho eastern 
boundary lice of the city. It la to be 
one hundred fttt in mttthl Commerce 
street at present is a short thoroughfare 
intersecting tho main Bounty road at the 
bottom of the Clinton hill, and was for- 
merly the main busmen part of old Saa 
Antonio. It is sixty feet wide and leads 
out upon Lame's Whu(. The opening 
of Commerce street ag contemplated 
will necessitate the widening of thia por- 
tion of the street, wh.ch implies tho re- 
moval of nil the buildings on one side, 
same o! which are substantial structures. 
The course, of tha now portion of the 
street is along the ravine, which was 
ormerly the dividing line between old 
San Antonio and Clinton. 
Thia un- 


sightly wdnkle. in the otherwise attrr.c- 
ivo landscape of East Oakland, is al- 
catly flanked on cither side by two 
public streets, which afford all 
the 


cquired facilities for travel. By ent- 
ing Commerce ctrcet through the width 
proposed—one hundred feet—many of 
be blocks upon tho southerly line will 
re reduced to about fifty feet in depth, 
vhile those on the northerly line will 
nve r. depth of about one hundred i 
ect,

•rading this grand avenue will be enor- 
mous, tis may be readily understood 
whcu it :;; known thatjirom ten to 
ightceu feet of filling will be required 
or a large portion- of the street.

For some rea- 
on the latter materially lessened the 
oundarics to be affected, so that the 
xpeuso 01 tho improvements will fall 
pon tho tivo lines of blocks miming 
arallel with the street on each side, 
isteod of assessing the entire water 
ted. 
This has aroused vigorous oppo- 


tion. There is no necessity for such a 
ide thoroughfare as tho one proposed 


through that portion of the city. The 
right of way for a main sewer could 
have been obtained without costing 
a dollar. 
And even granting that 


the street will be required or desired at 
some future tune, to commence the work 
now is unjust and an act of oppression 
upon those who may be compelled to 
pay for it. There is one very suspicions, 
and at the same time exceedingly ingeni- 
ous, circumstance connected with this af- 
fair, which is deserving of mention. The 
street starts from tho railroad track. 
Opposite to this starting point ia Mr. 
Laiue's wharf, as aforesaid. In reality, 
this wharf is a continuation of the street, 
and will be benefitted by the improve- 
ment more than any other piece of prop- 
erty along its entire line. 1'et thia wharf 
property is not assessed to help pay for 
the improvement! If this work goes on, 
there is much of tha property along tin 
line^which would not bring, under tha 
hammer, what it will cost to pay the 
isscasment for opening, grading ansl 
sewering. Then another objection rais- 
ed to the commencement of the work at 
this time, by those interested, is the 
stringency in the money market and gen- 
eral hard times prevailing. It is diffi- 
cult for people to raise money enough to 
pay the usual taxes, and additional, Tin 
uocossary burdens ought not to be im- 
posed. A largo and earnest meeting of 
property owners interested was held at 
Judge Howard's office, in East Oakland, 
last night. Much indignation wag ex- 
pressed in regard to the passage of the or- 
dinance by the Council, and those pres- 
ent pledged themselves iu writing to pay 
upon demand a pro rata amount neces- 
sary to contest the legality of the pro- 
ceedings in tho matter.
